Prairie Provinces to be Among Best 
Producing Communities

eggs beymarked by the distributor 
with the name of the grade, in accord- 
ance with Canadian legal standards,

preducts together, ag the fourth point. 

The convention passed a resolution 
making 400 boxes the standard car- 
load in the. case of butter and 
cheese,, and 450 boxes in-the case 
of eggs with five to ten. per cent. 
“leeway” abové or below this amount, 
according to the eapacity of the car.

Statistics Show 1920 Production Over 
Forty-nine Million 

As a land surrounded on three sides 
by’ water, its area. profusely dofted 
with lakes of varying dimensions from 
the small crystal depression of a few 
acres to the mighty bodies .of square 
miles of surface, and a veritable net- 
work of rivers and streams, the fish 
j} naturally plays a somewhat import 
ant role in Canadian economic life. 
These waters contain a wide diversity 
of species, ahd the yearly toll of\the 
seas and inland waters accounts for a 
, handsome sum in the. nation’s revenue 
j each year. On either coast the sea 
fisheries give continuous employment

Owing to a Serious outbreak of foot 
and mouth disease in various parts of 
Great Britain, an order has been is- 
sued by the department of agriculture 
prohibiting the importation of all ‘cat- 
tle, ruminants and swine from any 
part of Great Britain and Ireland. 
This will mean the cancellation of 
several importation permits which 
had previously been issued allowing 
the entry of pedigree stock from Scot- 
land into Canada, as the disease hay- 
ing been discovered in Scotland, the 
embargo is also against shipments 
from that country.

~ Food Value of Milk 


Experiments Show How Efficiency of 
Students is Increased : 

The importance of paying greater 
attention to the food value of dairy 
products was emphasized at the meet- 
ing in Winnipeg of the National Dairy 
Council by Miss Helen G. Campbell of 
the Dairy Branch, Federal Department 
of Agriculture. Miss Campbell told 
of an experiment tried in Winnipeg 
in. which 110 students at a public 
school were given each half a pint of 
milk and a soda biscuit twice daily. 
In four weeks, the average weight 
had increased one pound and a half 
and teachers declared there had been 
an Increase of ten per cent, in the 
children's efficiency. 

Miss Campbell said a campaign to 
urge the more free use of milk as a 
food would be undertaken in any city 
only on the request of a responsible 
local body arid before such a cam- 
paign could be started, it was neces- 
sary local authorities see that the 
milk supply was clean wholesome and 
adequate. ;

Occlusion means the fitting together 
of the upper and lower teeth when 
the mouth is closed, 

In the normal mouth the upper 
teeth extend slightly over the Jower 
teeth all around. Bach upper tooth 
‘strikes two lower teeth and each low 
er tooth strikes two upper teeth, 


This arrangement acts ‘upon the 
principle of a shock-absorber. ivery 
tooth has a slight motion independent 
of the other teeth, When the jaws 
come together ‘the teeth move a little 
and escape the jar. 


- All bodily movements are due to the 
muscles pulling upon the bones ac- 
cording to the well known mechanical 
principles of the different forms of 
levers, 

If the muscles of your arm worked 
upon the same lever plan that the 
muscles of your jaw work upon, you 
could threw a horse over a six-foot 
fence without much trouble. 


This means that there is an im- 
mense pressure upon your teeth when 
you chew. 

A soldier completely equipped for 
field service makes a pressure of elev- 
en pounds to the square inch upon the 
ground when he walks. 

The human jaws in a normal man 
ean ‘exert a pressure of two hundred 
and fifty pounds to the square inch. 

The lower jaw moves up and down, 
from side to side, back and forth, and 
it also has a rotary movement. If 
mny tooth is out of its proper position 
in the arch, it is very Hable to re- 
ceive the whole pressure of the jaws 
in some of these movements and_the 
constant jarring that it receives will 
start an inflammation in the perice- 
mentum—the membrane that covers 
the root of the tooth and attaches it to 
the bone. 

The same thing happens when a fill- 
ing is too high, and sometimes. when 
a tooth has been extracted the teeth 
on either side will move a little into 
the vacant space and cause one or 
more to strike too hard, ~ : 


This called traumatic occlusion and |- 


is the cause of many cases of death 
of the nerve, alveolar. abscess, pulp 
stones, enlargement of the end of the 
root, called exostosis, and pyorrhea. 

If a tooth ts slightly tender or 
seems to be in the way, a visit to the 
dentist will save a great deal of 
trouble.

One consolation 
is that, there being no law or tHbunal 
to decide, we can claim anybody, we 
please, and we shall not be offended 
if there are rival claimants who pay 
us, the compliment of sharing in’ our

How to Keep up 
The Milk Supply 


June conditions in tne feed and 
management of cattle are conducive to 
the maximum milk yield, These condi- 
tions are, plenty of succulent palat- 
able food, plenty of light, fresh air 
and clean water and comfortable quar- 
te s, These are supplied in summer 
by good pasturefi preferably a le- 
ume, <lacn water, shade from sun and 
rain and protection from flies.

As the summer advances and the 

stures become dry and the flies 
eRe more troublesome the milk 
falls off unless these conditions are 
counteracted, Freshly cut green oats 
at this time answer well for the de-

NEW Calendar 
Is Proposed to 
Start 1927 


Will Have 13 Months of Equal Length 
and Each Day of Week Will Always 
Come on Same Date— Is Meeting 
With Approval 


After 1927 th year is to be divided 
into thir'een months of twenty-eight 
days each, with each hame-day always 
falling on the same date, according to 
‘he plans of Mr. Moses B. Cotsworth, 
&.G.S., a world-famous statistician of 
Vancouver, 

Leading scientific socie'ies the world 
over have al eady given . unqualified 
pproval to the proposal, 

The “Yearal” calendar, as the new 
ne is called, was endorsed’ by the 
pa liament of Canada in 1912, and 
vas under consideration by the British 
impcrial authorities when the war 
broke out, making impossible an inter- 
national conference which was to have 
been held in 1914. The original plan 
had been to have the calendar in cur- 
rent use by 1917, but naturally this 
was impossible owing to chaotic con- 
litions, 

Acco-ditig to the yearal calendar hol- 
idays will always fall on the same de- 
finite days, Christmas will always be 
on a Saturday. Easter will cease to 
be a movéable féast. All church fes- 
tivals and national holidays will sim- 
ilarly be definitely allotted to a err- 
tain day for ever. 

As thirteen months of twenty-eight 
days each total only 364 days, and the 
yar, scientifically speaking, is 365 
and a quarter days long, provision is 
made for the ext~a day by inserting it 
between the last day of the old year 
and the first day of the new. This 
day would not have a day name, but 
be designated simply as “New Year's 
Day,” and would be indicated on the 
model cal-ndar by a star. It would be 
a general holiday, and in legal circles 
a “dies non.”

Canada’s Needs 


No. é—Scientiftc Research 


In the course of the several articles which have appeared in this cotuma 
under tbe above general heading, some of Canada’s needs have been enumer- 


ated but only in the most general way has any attempt been made to suggest | 


Ways and means of meéting and providing for those needs . Recently, how- 
ever, a little pamphlet has been issued by the Honorary Advisory Council for 
Bcientifie and Industrial Research which merits*the serious consideration of 
the Canadian people and is worthy of the widest possible circulation. It 
presents at least one very practical suggestion how some of the needs re- 
ferred. to, more particularly in the fourth article of this series, gan be met. 
It 18, therefore, proposed to quote at some length from the pamphlet in ques- 
. tion which is entitled “Research and the Problems of Unemployment, Busi- 
ness Depression and National Finance in Canada.” 

“Iam nota protectionist but I say this,” declared a statesman now dead. 
"The variety of work carried on among the citizens of Canada should be as} 
comprehensive as possible. : 

“Not because we are thug enabled to boast of the number of our trades 
~that would: be merd vanity, 

“Not merely because our country should be able to fill as many as poss- 
ible of its own needs without having to ask. foreign aid. 

“Not merely because we should learn as soon as possible to finish the 
raw material with which Nature endowed us—rather than confess our help- 
lessness by asking foreigners to finish them for us and giving them the wages 
and the profit on our raw matreials. 

“Not merely because our country should as soon as possible escape from ; 
dependence for its prosperity on any one kind of production but should divide | 
the risk among many. e 

“But because Candda should retain her most ambitious sons and daugh- 
“ters within her own boundaries by encouraging for their sakes that variety of 
occupation from engineering to farming—from chemistry to titerature—which, 
ff they. want the highest awards and honors, they are still compelled nowa- 
days to week abroad.” 

One of. the serfous drains on the strength of the Dominion of Canada ts 
the annual loss, of engineers, chemists, scientific farmers and technical ex- 
perts—-whose training paid for by Canadians in Canadian schools and univer- 
sities supported by Canadian public money, thus goes out to make foreign 
countries rich and place Canada further in thelr debt for foreign goods and 
services. 

“Monopolies of knowledge—that 1s, ‘eiebaphiiag of special branches of 


“technical knowledge-——constitute one of the most ae erful weapons: of trade | 
today. 


Secret agreements, “combines, trusts and the, se abckies method of “con-! 


spiracies in the restraint of trade,” become very mild and impotent weapons 
when compared to such formidable instruments as, for example, a seeret | 
chemical formula that might be*scribbled on the back of a calling card. 

In the bloodless wars for international trade it is the armies of chemists 
and engineers that must be mobilized, drilled arid directed against the para- 
pets of unknown scientific facts, Export duties, credit leagues, intelligence 
departments, persuasive salesmanship and even the magic of a great flag, 
cannot win or cannot hoid, for long, trade for-a country whose producers 
are not armed with scientific knowledge of thejr work. 

A great camera manufacturing concern in the United States is-eable to! 
dominate its fleld in at least half the world Jbecause it knows more scientific | 
secrets of tliat trade than anyone élse. Because, if a new concern started in 
opposition, it need only reach into its pigeon holes for some new tormula— 
mot otherwise convenient to exploit at present—by which to raise its product. 
one step beyond the competition of the would-be rival. 

So in the manufacture of electrical caiasanial 
in textiles! So in chemistry! So in agriculture!
